DPs, Haunted by Past 


Of Savagery, Reveal 
Real Trial in Europe 


This is the first of seven articles by Ralph McGill on Palestine 
and the displaced persons of Europe. At the request of the Over- 
seas News Agency, The Constitution Editor made a two-month 
tour of occupied Europe and Near Eastern areas to gather mate- 
roal for this series. Syndicated by ONA both in this country and 
abroad, these articles are being carried by a number of newspapers.

NUERNBERG, Germany—(ONA)—On the way to Palestine the 
only logical route seemed to go to Paris, take the night military train 
to Frankfurt, a jeep to Nuernberg, and a bus to the square, dark 
old courthouse of the shattered town. 

Mechanically, the trials of the German war criminals are per- 
fect. The lights are bright. The electron’s miracle makes it pos- 
sible to put on earphones and listen in any of four languages at the 
same time a witness or attorney talks in one. 

There are quick translations neatly mimeographed. The refur- 
nished courtroom is warm and comfortable no matter how wretched 
and cold it may be outside, regardless of how grim and uncom- 
fortable its dark, stone wings may be’ 


Impatience Grows Within 


3ut all the while, sitting there listening to horror and cruelty 
piled on horror; all the time one’s eyes watch on the screen the 
crawling, convulsive movements of a pile of dying bodies; all the 
while one sees the dead stacked high like so much grotesque cord- 
wood, there is a growing impatience within one. 

It does not go away if you stare at the prisoners, using field 
glasses to bring their second-rate faces up so close they seem to 
be staring right into your own eyes. You look them over care- 
fully, two men in a dock. 

“How in God’s name,” your mind asks, “did this ordinary bunch 
ever rise so high they threatened the world?” 

You cannot answer it. 


Real Trial Elsewhere 


You look at Goering’s poreine face with its pair of shrewd, 
greedy eyes: at Hess’ strained countenance with its careful mask 
which might not be known as a mask were it not for his dis- 
appearance now and then to have his nerve-strain stomach ulcers 
treated. You look at stolid Schacht, at dapper von Ribbentrop. 
You feel the impatience rise again as they and their companions 
fret their last minutes on the stage. 

You hear a voice in your mind saying that they do not really 
matter; that their punishment is of interest but for the moment 
and for history; that what they did is done and that what matters 
most is what is left to be done. You feel that the real trial is not 
there in the brightly lit, comfortable room and the earphones which 
will tell you the story in your choice of four languages. 

This feeling will not go away when the witnesses are on the 
stand and you tune in to listen, your eyes wandering from the 
prisoner’s dock to the witness and back again. 

In all the testimony one fact stood out above all the others. 

“By corruption, by denunciation, by terror, by debasing pris- 
oners they sought to make human beasts of them .. . the system 
employed by the SS was to lower human beings to the lowest... 
to dehumanize them .. . always that before death .. . of life.” 

Day after day the witnesses came and went. 


“DP” a Glib Phrase 


Horror, agony and terror rolled into the ears until they drowned 
the senses. Death seemed to be trying death. What was done was 
done. Nothing in the room, no decision or judgment, could undo 
it. The really important trial was somewhere outside. And you 

felt driven to find it. The trail leads ts the “DP”, or Displaced 
Persons, camps. 

Before you see them-——the persons and the camps—it is very 
easy to speak of them. as DPs and DP camps. But not after you 
have seen them. 

They are down in Bavaria. They are around Nuernberg. They 
are along the winding way from that city to Frankfurt. They are 
not far from Heidelberg. Even the battered city of Hanau has a 
camp on its outskirts. Polish trains coming into Berlin almost 
every night bring more persons for the DP camps, and every night 
there are a few who unfortunately died and for whom the final 
listing is DP—dead persons. 

“What about the DPs?” you ask. 

The answers are varied. 

“Troublemakers ... poor devils ... in the black market... 
idle and in trouble ... agitators . . . Communists.” 

That, too, is before you have seen them. 

Before you have seen them they seem to fit into generalities; 
the two letters are enough for conversation. 


Eyes Reflect Torment 


“The DPs are a headache... The Jews want to go to Palestine 
... It is an organized campaign ... many Jews don’t want to go 

_the Poles hate the Russians ... the Baltic DPs won’t go back 
unless they go back to independent countries ...I hear some Jews 
want to leave Palestine ... They are too insistent... The DPs 
are in the black market up to their ears.” .. . DPs—DPs—DPs— 
the letters roll easily from the lips. 

But the people? And the facts? 

The first DP I saw, just by chance, was a girl. She had come 
to ask to see a doctor. On her arm was tattooed in blue ink an 
initial and a number. She had been at the Auschwitz concentration 
camp. 

She had another tattoo mark. It was just at the base of her 
neck—in front where the collar bones meet at the breastbone. I 
had to ask what it was. They told me. 

It marked her as having been “prostitute for officers only.” 

It mean that the day she arrived at the concentration camp they 
had taken her, along with others, and sent her to the houses where 
the officers went for pleasure. 

I saw others like her. One was dancing for a camp show. She 
danced well. But I cannot forget her eyes. I was to see others 
in Palestine, on the collective farms. 

It was impossible to ask. I suppose the ugly horror of that 
degradation is always in the mind. But if a little bit of it has 
dimmed I did not want to bring it back again. So I could not ask 
what was in their minds, how they had felt, how they felt now, 
what it had done to the pattern of their lives. 


No Road Back 


I saw an old man on the road. He had an old coat clutched 
to his side. He was going to trade it in the black market. There 
are others like him. Those who see in him something to criticize 
apparently never see the almost daily stories of American, British 
and Russian officers and men caught and convicted of large black 
market corruption. The old man with his coat was not important. 
His eves, which were dead, and his face were weary from what 
they had seen and felt. I would not have liked to pull back the 
curtain from his memory. Or-from others like him in the many 
camps where they wait for civilization to make up its mind. Old 
and young—they wait. And the waiting is long. 

There is no generalization to be made about DP camps, except 
this one—there they are. Thepe are the DP camps and there are 
the DPs. They are people. They must go somewhere. 

No two camps are alike, yet all are the same. This seeming 
paradox grows out of the fact that all of them are housed in old 
bar some of them being old concentration camps redone. 
Others are housed in German buildings, some of which were spared 
bombs, some of which have been repaired. 

Some have staffs which are genuinely interested, sympathetic, 
intelligent and at work. These camps are easy to recognize. The 
faces in them look different. The organization of schools, crafts, 
recreation and the food gives evidence of interest and intelligence. 
In others the staffs don’t know how to take hold, don’t really care, 
have allowed their own inadequacy to make them sullen and re-

Seeds of Suspicion 

They are all alike in that the people are alike and their problem 
- is the same. Perhaps 30 percent of the displaced persons will go 
back to their native lands. When the chaos of postwar months 
lessens, some of the Poles, the Balts and Ukrainians will go back 
to their old lands. I think, too, a very small percentage of Jews 
among the DPs will “go back.” I think a few from Hungary will 
chance it. A few from Holland will try again. Some will go back 
to France. And to other countries which once were home. 

But not many. Of 750,000 in Europe, at least 600,000 will never 
“90 back.” 
Jews learned something from this war, as did peoples in 

underground in all countries occupied by the Germans. 

But everywhere the lesson was plain to the Jews. Europe be- 
ame a vast burial ground not merely because a Nazi party sought 
to make it so. An approximate 6,000,000 Jews died or were killed

Says Envoy 
Overstates

Premier Ahmed Ghavam in an ex- 
clusive statement to the United 
Press said tonight that his UNO 
envoy, Hussein Ala, “enjoys my 
full confidence.” 

Ghavam’s statement was made

man, Prince Mosaffar Firouz, had 
characterized Ala’s statements to 
the UNO Security Council as 
“exaggerated.” 

Ghavam said the Iranian gov- 
ernment in no manner repudiated 
Ala’s statements.

Ghavam, “were in accordance

NEW YORK, March 30—(UP)

BLAMES “PATRIOTISM” 

I interviewed Ghavam in his of- 
fice where the 70-year-old Premier 
had been working continuously. 
for more than 17 hours. He sat 
wearily fingering his prayer beads 
as he answered my questions. 

He emphatically denied that 
Iran in any manner repudiated 
Ala’s Security Council statements 
but he did not clarify the state- 
ment of his spokesman who had 
said Ala’s representations: 

“Were inspired by his patriotism 
and love of country driven by 
sentiment and for this reason if 
certain of his statements are exag- 
gerated it should be due to senti- 
mentality.” 

Ghavam’s statement was direct- 
ly contradictory of reports from 
other Iranian quarters that Ala 
had been ordered not to over- 
emphasize the urgency of the Iran 
case nor the need for its immedi- 
ate discussion. 


CONSULTS CABINET 

Ghavam had been holding meet- 
ings all day with his cabinet in an 
effort to find a formula agreeable 
to the Russians while not actually 
rejecting Ala’s presentation of the 
Iranian case which he insisted was 
made with the approval of himself 
and his cabinet. 

The presentation by Ala of the 
Iranian case to the Security Coun- 
cil and the action of Soviet rep- 
resentative, Andrei A. Gromyko, 
in leaving the Security Council 
caused marked apprehension in 
Iranian cireles. 

There were. fears here that 
worse consequences than Grom- 
yko’s walkout might be involved 
in the situation. 

The Tudeh party, the Leftist, 
Russian-favored party, launched a 
strong drive for Ala’s recall. 

ALA CALLED PUPPET 

The Tudeh press charged he 
was “the puppet of world im- 
perialists.” The ‘Tudeh paper, 
Rahbar, said Ala in his Council 
statement “has begun a danger- 
ous provocation instead of with- 
drawing the case from the 
Council.” 

It was understood that Ghavam 
has sent Ala a detailed secret re- 
port on his talks with General- 
issimo Stalin in Moscow but Ala 
is supposed to use this informa- 
tion only as. background and not 
to make it public. 

Iranian officers stationed in

State Primary in Mid-Septemher, 
With Negroes Voting, Is Forecast

Political observers predicted 
that Georgia’s Democratic primary 
will be held around the middle of 
September with Negroes voting, as 
Chairman J. Lon Duckworth, of 
the State Democratic Executive 
Committee, replied to requests of 
former Gov. Talmadge and House 
Speaker Roy Harris for an imme- 
diate committee meeting to keep 
the ban on Negro voting. 


Duckworth said he felt it his 
duty as chairman of the party to 
exhaust every legal remedy offered 
by the courts in an effort to up- 
hold the state Democratic primary 
election system. Talmadge had 
sought to halt the appeal and ac- 
cept the New Orleans appellate 
court’s verdict that Negroes were 
eligible to vote, and then try to 
get around this decision by spe- 


cial meetings of the party commit- | 


tee and the Legislature. 


Duckworth told Harris the Dem- 
ocratic party would have to await 
action of the Legislature before it 
could pass any rules attempting to 
circumvent the federal court’s de- 
cisions, Harris has been trying 
without success for several weeks 
to bring the Legislature into a self- 
convened session to repeal pri- 
mary laws. Observers do not be- 
lieve the Legislature will meet.

Fighters With a Battleship Punch

WASHINGTON, March 30— 
(UP)—The armed services Satur- 
day night lifted the curtain of 
wartime secrecy from their new- 
est rocket weapons, including 
“Tiny Tim,” a king-sized 10-foot 
rocket that gives a fighter plane 
the hitting impact of a heavy 
cruiser. 

They revealed these other rock- 
et weapons, all born in the urgen-

surrendered: 


1A landing craft with the 
punch of five destroyers, able to 
fire 300 to 500 five-inch rockets 
a minute with deadly accuracy 
and entirely with automatic con- 
trol and reloading.

Midnight 
Roundup 
Nets 1,000 


FRANKFURT, Sunday, March 
31—(#)—-American and British 
troops in swift midnight raids 
early Sunday broke the back of a 
powerful underground movement 
aimed at re-establishing Naziigm 
in Germany. 

Early reports said that gun bat- 
tles occurred at a number of points 
when Nazi fanatics attempted to 
resist arrest. 

Troops and counter-espionage 
agents seized 1,000 persons sus 
pected of being ringleaders of the 
plot, including 200 elite Nazis of 
the inner circle. Counter-intelli- 
gence officers said not one of the 
inner circle, mostly former Hitler 
Jugent (youth) leaders, escaped 
the vast dragnet. 

A combined British-American 
statement unfolded the dramatie 
story of “Operation Nursery,” a 
10-month intensive manhunt in the 
two zones, climaxed by the armor- 
supported raids in Western Gen 
many and Austria. There was evi 
dence the plot also spread into the 
Russian zone. 


WRANGLING TIP-OFF 

The well-financed attempt to re 
vive Naziism began even as the 
thunder of guns died away on 
Germany’s battlefields. But wran- 
gling between two factions of the 
movement tipped counter-espion- 
age agents to its Stence, after 
its cunning leaders had cOmplete 
ly taken in even some American 
military government officials. 

Arrests of the inner circle began 
as long as three months ago. In 
the Saturday night-Sunday morn 
ing raids 800 more were jailed. 

“The movement’s long-range 
plan, designed to revive the Nazi 
ideology in Germany, was the 
most dangerous threat to our secu- 
rity encountered since the war.” 
Brig. Gen. Edwin L. Sibert, U. S. 
Intelligence Chief asserted. 

“The back of the movement is 
broken.” 

One-armed, 32-year-old Arthur 
Axmann, former Nazi “Fuehrer of 
German Youth,” was seized three 
months ago, along with a number 
of his closest henchmen. He was 
identified as the leader of the en- 
tire conspiracy, whose key per. 
sonnel was made up of former 
Hitler Jugent officers. 

It was “an attempt to build up 
an organization on Nazi ideals 
which would eventually become a 
powerful influence in German af- 
fairs,” the statement said. 

AUDIT FULL REPORT 

The statement was given to cor- 
respondents while the roundup 
was in progress. A full report on 
the success of the dragnet await- 
ed word from all parts of the 
British and American zones. 

Sibert said U. S. Intelligence 
agents discovered the plot just 
after V-E Day. Immediately Coun- 
ter-intelligence went to work, infil- 
trating the organization as mem- 
bers, and keeping a close watch 
on its search for “reliable” per- 


sonnel which would begin the re

CHICAGO, March 30 —(#)— 
The United States “is in the grip 
of the worst lumber shortage” in 
its history, with inventories at a 
“critically low level,” the National 
Retail Furniture Association said 
Saturday. 


This includes both homebuilding 
lumber and furniture woods, the 
Association said. It based .ts con- 
clusions on a survey of 160 fur- 
niture manufacturers. 


“The survey showed that the 
nation is in the grip of the worst 
lumber shortage in history,” said 
Roscoe B. Rau, Executive Vice 
President. 

“In reporting to the Civilian 
Production Administration on the 
very low levels of furniture manu-

Harris Says State Has 
surplus of $5,000,000 


The State either has a surplus of $5,000,000, “or ought to have 
it,” House Speaker Roy Harris, of Augusta, said in answering State 
Auditor B. E. Thrasher’s statement that the State is operating “in 
the red” and a Constitution editorial calling for a clear statement 


of facts on State finances. 

In a letter to The Constitution, 
Harris says the delay in starting 
the expansion program authorized 
by the January session of the 
Legislature should have poured 
more than $5,000,000 surplus into 
the state treasury. 

Six months will have elapsed 
before the institutional building 
and health expansion can get un- 
derway, Harris predicted. Appro- 
pyiations earmarked for these pur- 
have been accumulating— 
or should have been. These ap- 
propriations for six months will 
total more than $5,000,000. Harris 
believes this money should be 
transferred to raise school teach- 
ers’ salaries. 

Auditor Thrasher had pointed 
out that while the state income 
has increased $9,000,000 during 


poses 


the past nine months, state spend- | 


ing had increased $12,000,000. He 
warned that any surplus accumu- 
lated during the present high- 
income period must be spread 
over the low-income period be 
tween July and December. 

AGAINST FUTURE DEBT 


Apparently aiming at the re- 
quest to raise teachers’ pay 50 
percent this year, Thrasher cau- 


tioned the administration against 
saddling a big debt on future ad-,| 


ministrations. While the present 
administration could make this 
gesture in its closing month for 
$1,000,000 it would put a $12,000,- 
000 annual debt on the next ad- 
ministration. 

The Constitution had become 
editorially exasperated with con- 
flicting claims of the State Audi- 
tor, the House Speaker, educa- 
tional forces, and the Governor on 
the status of state finances, and 
said the people should have a 
clear statement on state finances. 

Commenting on this editorial, 
Harris wrote the following letter 
the The Constitution: 

Dear Sir: 

I have read your editorial in 
this morning’s Constitution en- 
titled “Let’s Have the Facts” with 
a great deal of interest and agree 
with everything that you say. 

I would like to give you the 
facts upon which I base my calcu- 
lations. You will recall that in 
January we figured that there 
would be a natural increase in the 
state’s revenue over that of last 
year without the increased liquor 
tax. The estimate made by the 
State Auditor and the State Reve- 
nue Commissioner as to the 
amount of this natural increase 
was that it would range from two 
to four million dollars. 

FIGURES SURPLUS 

We also calculated that the in- 
creased liquor tax would give us 
not less than $8,000,000. 

I am informed that the increase 
beginning the first of December 


and up until this time from both 


sources has been running at ap- 
proximately $1,000,000 per month. | 


I think we are in the clear in 
estimating that the increase for 
this year will be not less than

We have not spent a single pen- 
ny of the $1,000,000 for the new 
tubercular hospital at Rome. Four 
months of this million have ac- 
cumulated. It will be two months 
more before we can get it under 
way. There should be a saving 
of $600,000. 

The building program has not 
been launched and it cannot be 
for the next two months and may- 
be longer. There should be a sav- 
ing here of at least $1,000,000 and 
maybe more, but, let’s say $1,- 
000,000. 

The health program has not 
been launched due to the shortage 
of doctors and nurses and cannot 
be in the next two months. There 
should be a saving here of at 
least $750,000. 

SAVE ON TEACHERS 


The 12 months’ pay for the 
teachers does not begin until Aug- 
ust. That should make a saving 
here of at least $750,000. 

All of these savings total $6,- 
000,000, Just to be safe, I wrote 
off $1,000,000 and said $5,000,000. 

In addition to that I am in- 
formed by the highway authori- 
ties that they will not be able to 
make all of the surveys and plans 
necessary to let contracts this 
year to spend all of the highway 
money which we have appropri- 
ated for that purpose. Conse- 
quently, there will be some high- 
way money left over. I do not 
know how much there will be and 
do not have sufficient facts upon 
which to calculate an . estimate 
here. 

If this $5,000,000 isn’t avail- 
able, it means that the money is 
being spent or has been spent con- 
trary to the direction of the Legis- 
lature and in violation of the law.

Russia Charges Papal 


Fascism in Slovakia 


LONDON, March 30—(4)—The 
Moscow radio said Friday night 
the Vatican was supporting “a 
subversive anti - democratic plot 
along Fascist lines in Slovakia.” 

The broadcast added that the 
Pope, at a recent reception of 
Paris priests in Rome, “demanded 
that the Catholic clergy interfere 
in secular affairs and deal with po- 
litical. questions during elections.” 

“At the same time, the Pope de- 
nied the right of the state to in- 
terfere in the political activity of 
the clergy,” the radio continued. 
“Thus Catholic reaction demands 
freedom of action against democ- 
racy and immunity for its agents 
in the organization of the Fascist 
underground.”

render an accounting to the Legis-

One woman, who carried 
messages in her brassiere, was 
known as “High Pockets,” and 
several couriers were known as

Hanna, known as “H. K.” was 
‘charged with collecting food, 
money and clothing for Americans 
held in Jap prison camps. Thou- 
sands upon thousands of persons 
in the underground were killed 
doing similar work. Testifying to 
the underground’s effectiveness, 
the Major cited figures indicating 
a tremendous drop from the death 
rate of 30,000 prisoners -in three 
months as soon as medicines, 
drugs and other supplies began ar- 
riving at the prison camps through 
elandestine channels.

Half of Surplus 
Vehicles Sold 
Go to Veterans 


| Veterans of World War II are 
‘buying more than half of all 
'trucks, passenger cars, and motor- 
| cycles sola in the Southeast as sur- 
plus property, H. L. Kennon, Re- 
'gional Director, War Assets Ad- 
| ministration, has disclosed. 
| Kennon, making public statis- 
i tics covering the sale of surplus 
| vehicles in the seven Southeastern 
| states during the period from No- 
vember, 1945, through March 14, 
'1946, said these figures refuted 
stories that veterans are unable to 
‘obtain their share of surplus ve- 
hicles. 

| “These statistics show 
7,149 trucks sold by WAA, vet- 
erans bought 3,918, or 54.8 per 
cent of the total,” he said. “‘They 
show that of the 550 passenger 
cars, veterans bought 364, or 66.2 
| per cent; and of a total of 150 mo- 
'torcycles, veterans bought 94, or 
62.7 per cent. In the sale of jeeps, 


veterans bought 25 out of 157, or | gives Atlantans an opportunity to 


'15.9 per cent;.and in the sale f 
cargo trailers, veterans bought 
| only 189 out of a total of 1,152 
| sold—or 16.6 per cent.” 

Federal agencies, which have

Ben Hogan 
Favored in 
Masters

AUGUSTA, March 30— ())— 
They’re laying odds in this golf- 
conscious city today that a new 
record score will win the tenth 
annual Masters Tournament with 
Ben Hogan, the long-hitting pro 
from Hershey, Pa., as the guy 
most likely to do it. 

The invitational event, not held 
since 1942, starts Thursday after 
four days of practice rounds with 
about 60 of the nation’s best golf- 
ers shooting at the 279 record set 
by Ralph Guldahl in 1939. A field 
of 87 has been invited but many 
of them will not compete. 

Hogan’s position as favorite over 
the defending champion, Byron 
Nelson, of Toledo, dubtless is 
based on the excellent golf he has 
played on the winter tour, which 
ends here, and the sub-par prac- 
tice rounds he fired this week over 
the sprawling 6,800-yard layout, 
which is in top shape, 

HOGAN IS HOT 

Hogan opened up with a 64 Mon- 
day, eight under par and tying 
the course record set by Bobby 
Jones and tied by Lloyd Mangrum 
(in competition) in 1940. Then the 
little ex-Texan shot a 68 and a 67, 
putting him 17 strokes under par 
after three rounds. 

However, Hogan has never fin- 
ished in front of Nelson in the 
Masters, but has steadily improved 
and in 1942 tied him at the finish 
with a 280. Nelson then won the 
playoff, 69 to 70. 

During the current tour, some

‘the first shotgun sight on the mar- 


ket which has made use of any 


scientific knowledge to help us 
poor dubs hit those elusive flying 


targets. 


Most up-to-date gunners 


know that the principle of the 


ring and bead optical sight was

with a dot in the center of it. This

The Nydar sight is clumsy, 


about the clumsiest gadget you 


could think up to put on a shot- 


gun.

The ring and bead 
is subject to fading 
tremes of light condition, and 
could possibly be improved upon 
optically. The base of the Nydar

Red Cross Staff Aides 
save Day for Hospitals 


By KATHERINE BARNWELL 


Introducing the unsung heroines of the Atlanta Red Cross Chap- 
ter: The volunteer Red Cross Staff Assistants who work in the city’s 


hospitals. 


They're the women in the familiar blue, white and red uniform, 
who get no publicity, who work long and hard and whose jobs have 


no glamor. 

Red Cross Staff Assistants not 
only serve military and govern- 
ment hospitals, but other hospitals 
as well. Examine, for example, the 
work of Staff Assistants at Atlan- 
ta’s Grady Hospital. 

Since 
there daily—making appointments 
for patients in the clinics, obtain- 
ing identifying information at the 
emergency window, aiding with 
hospital records and serving as 
walking bureaus of information, 
among other things. Their services 
are distinct from those of the oft- 
praised nurses’ aides. 

“They have been life-savers— 
we couldn't have run the hospital 
without them,” attests Miss Nancy 
Johnston, head of Social Service 
at Grady. 

PART OF PROGRAM 

Work in hospitals is only part of 
the gigantic peacetime program of 
the American Red Cross, which 
now is conducting a campaign to 
raise $550,000 in Fulton County. 

But it is a very important part. 

Miss Johnston said that paid 
workers in her department shrank 
in 1943 from six workers and four 
secretaries to two workers and two 
secretaries. A big shrinkage. But 
Red Cross workers came to the 
rescue. 

“They have done everything we 
have asked of them,” she said. 

Chairman of the Red Cross Staff 
Assistants in the White Medical 
Clinic is Mrs. Henry J. Helms, 
who thinks hers is the “most in- 
teresting assignment anyone could 
possibly have—despite the lack of 
giamor.” 

Mrs. Helms’ main task is mak- 
ing appointments for patients with 
their doctors. In a four-hour period 
she sometimes makes more than 
100 appointments. 

SERVICE WITH A SMILE 

“Come back at 8 a. m., Friday, 
April 12,” 
a smile. 


Mrs. Helms can watch the pa- 


rade of humanity pass before her |; 


appointment windew, and she} 
learns a great deal about the peo- 
ple who come there for treatment 
of many kinds. 

“After a time,” she says, “the 
patients who return again and 
again seem like members of your 
family. You get to know them so 
well.” 

Patients feel just about that 
same way about Mrs. Helms and 
the other Staff Assistants. Aunt 
Sally, a lovable old woman who 
has visited Grady “oncet a week 
for four year come the 29th of 
August,” thinks they’re all “just 
as nice as they can be.” Aunt 
Sally, incidentally, says she’s had 
89 different doctors during that 
period. 

Mrs. Jack Langford, nurse in 
charge of the Medical White Clin- 
ic, and Mrs. Grace Richmond, 
Clerk of the Clinic, are equally 
lavish with their praise of the Red 
Cross workers there. “They’re mar-

Clarence Walker, Regional Fed- 
eral Housing Expediter with head- 
quarters in Atlanta, since the Fed- 
eral Government is moving. to 
clarify the housing tangle. 

Sullivan gave a report for the 
Georgia Citizens’ Council, of 
which he is director, showing that 
every community and educational 
institution making application for 
sanporary units had received 
some relief. A total of 3,500 units 
were requested. Approximately l,- 
400 were allocated to 10 communi- 
ties and 14 educational institutions 
the reconversion of war 
housing units, Sullivan said. 

Surveys of present housing 
needs showed that Atlanta needs 
10,800 units immediately, Sullivan

More Power to Georgia Farm Families 


Announcement that electric power is to 
be made available to 16,500 additional 
Georgia farm families during the forth- 
coming year is of far-reaching importance 
to the welfare and progress of the entire 
State. 

Georgia’s economy is and will remain 
predominantly agricultural. Our continu- 
ing prosperity thus lies to a large extent 
in the modernization and progress of Geor- 


gia farms. And there is, of course, no surer 
means of effectuating that modernization 
than by giving farmers access to the elec- 
tric power essential to many time and 
work-saving devices. 

The addition of 16,500 farms to rural 
electric lines is commendable progress in 
a program which must be continued until 
every farmer in the State has power avail- 
able to aid him vith his chores.

The new State constitution abolished 
all requirements for payment of taxes as 
a prerequisite to registration for voting 
in Georgia. The constitution not only abol- 
ished the poll tax but it also prohibits the 
imposition of any special tax, failure to 
pay which would bar citizens from the 
polls in local, state or national elections.

Georgia's Press 
And Negro Voting 


A review of the Georgia State press com- 
ments on the Federal Court ruling as to Negro 
voters reveals alarm only here and there. 

Even papers which in the past had supported the many candi- 
dacies of Eugene Talmadge are taking positions which are calm 
and collected. 

Many of them argue, with sound judgment, that for many years 
to come few Negroes would vote if the regulations as to illiteracy 
and other qualifications are invoked. As illustrative is Mr. Bel- 
mont Dennis’ Covington News. It urges the primary laws be left 
alone, estimating that about one Negro in each 100 will vote in 
primary or general election. 


It takes as a basis for argument that the county unit system 
is important to good government, preventing, as it does, any large 
city machine obtaining a balance of power. The Tennessee political 
status is used to bolster this argument. In Tennessee Ed Crump, 
the aging boss of Shelby County (Memphis), has been able to hold 
the balance of power in state politics because of his ability to 
deliver a huge vote. No candidate has much of a chance without 
the indorsement of “Mister Crump.” 


For example, if there were no county unit system the county 
machines of Richmond (Augusta) and Chatham (Savannah) theo- 
retically would be able, by joining together, to play a part in any 
election far out of proportion to their natural participation. If 
some genius could organize counties containing Atlanta and De- 
catur into one efficient political machine, it could do in Georgia 
what Shelby County does in Tennessee. 


In this connection it is interesting to note that the two areas 
most disturbed by the court decision are Chatham and Richmond 
Counties, where, because they have fought the potential Negro 
vote and driven it into a bloc, rather than bringing it in as part of 
their organization strength, there is danger of an antimachine 
vote upsetting the machine. 

Mr. Dennis urges that the Negro vote issue not be overempha- 
sized because “often these matters are used as a smoke screen to 
hide a much more serious crime against society—the effort of city 
politicians . to take control of the political affairs of our state.” 


+4; : I have now, as 1 have always had, an opinion 
Qualifications which I would like again to express. The 
privilege of the ballot ought not to be given to the unqualified. 
Particularly do I think it should be withheld from those not literate 
enough to know the issues. I would oppose most vigorously per- 
mitting uneducated or otherwise unqualified Negroes to vote. At 
the same time it would be political folly, once the court decision 
is final, to bar those who are qualified. Democracy can be de- 
stroyed by ignorance and no man should be given the vote who 
cannot demonstrate an awareness of the issues. The Supreme 
Court has sustained the educational requirements in New York 
State. 

It is an interesting fact, developed by several Georgia editors, 
that Tom Watson, who long has been Mr. Talmadge’s political 
hero and preceptor, urged Negro participation in the primary and 
obtained it. 

It was when he saw the political machine at Augusta voted the 
Negroes as a bloc, handing out $2 and a marked ballot to each 
as they went to the ballot box, did he turn and become a violent 
opponent of Negro participation in primaries. 

If the Supreme Court, to which the case now has been appealed, 
sustains the right, the Negro will make a great error if he allows 
his vote to go into the box as a bloc of votes. Only if he allows 
his qualified vote to be voted by a machine or group will his vote 
be an evil influence. 


We have made considerable progress in cleaning up 
Progress politics. The cotton mill vote used to be voted in 
blocs. It was common practice in most cotton mills, before the 
eight-hour day and before education had made as much progress 
among mill hands as it has today, for the foreman to hand each 
employe a marked ballot. There are many Georgians who recall 
this practice. 

, Other editors are pointing out that it would be harmful to 
repeal primary laws at this time. The New Orleans court deci- 
sion did point out a way for a primary to be carried on for a brief 
period of time. The Supreme Court may disagree with this. 

Meanwhile, the consensus seems to be that the Negro who is 
qualified will, by court decision, be allowed to vote; that the 
proper procedure should be to go back to the primary laws cover- 
ing qualifications; to look into the New York State literacy qualifi- 
cations which have been sustained by the Supreme Court, and 
to aid the Negro in voting as a citizen, not as a bloc herded to the 
polls. 

Also there is general agreement that the colored voter is 
doing something no civic clubs, leagues of voters or anyone else has 
been able to do—he is making the white citizen become interested 
in the ballot. All of it should mean better government.

‘Must’ Reading Often 
Dont Want’ Reading 


Too often when mention of some old classic 
of the book world comes up in home conversa- 
tion, with yours truly declaring it a magnificent, 

a fascinating thing to read, one of the younger generation will com- 
ment something like this: 

“Oh, I read that at school. We had to read it as part of our 
English Lit course. 1 thought it was boring, deadly.” 

Now, admittedly, tastes in all things change with the genera- 
tions. Even preferred dishes of long ago are scorned today. 

So I am quite willing to concede that tastes in reading matter 
change, too. Not only by generations. Within the individual. Much 
of the material which held me up out of bed far too long on youth- 
ful nights, was far different from the printed stuff which drives 
away my sleep nowanights. 


__. There is another angle, though. I wonder how 
However many of today’s young people who assert that 
some book they knew as “must” reading while in school, would, 
actually, have enjoyed it fully if they had come across it and read 
it, for amusement only, of their own accord? The very fact that 
something is to be done as a duty, ofttimes takés away all the 
glamor which would naturally surround it if it were a spontaneous, 
individual act. 

Which brings us to the gist of the discussion. Is there some- 
thing fundamentally wrong with the modern method of teaching in 
English literature? Do our teachers go in too much for the “must 
read” system, and neglect that far more subtle leading—not driving 
—the student into the delightful pastures of the library of the past? 

Certainly, real education comes, in greater part, after we leave 
school rather’ than while undergraduates. Diploma-giving time is 
not called “commencement” without reason. It is a time, if we 
realize it, when education really commences. 

And 98 percent of education—at least after formal schooling is 
done—is acquired through reading. 

Which means that the student who leaves the classroom with- 
out the habit, nay the hunger, of reading, isn’t going to get very 
far in the important post-school education which is there for the 


taking. 

: I have an idea that might be useful to 
Lure of Forbidden professional teachers. Suppose you col- 
lect all the classic masterpieces you would like your pupils to read, 
lock them in a glass-fronted bookcase and let it be known that they 
are books too adult, undesirable, for teen-agers. Then, obviously, 
arrange it so keys to that bookcase could be acquired by the pupils, 
but in such manner they would believe they were doing something 
they shouldn’t, sub rosa, let us say.

My Father s Books ment of classic literature when a boy, 
and attribute that reading largely to the fact it was, at the time I 
read it, forbidden. 

My father, a strict Methodist, held it was a sin to read fiction 
of any kind on Sunday.

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Solons Plan Better 
Committee System 


A total reorganization of the Georgia Legis- 
lature so as to give more study on the various 
bills is being discussed by political leaders. Frank 

Gross has come forward with a campaign promise that should be 
followed by him, or whoever is elected Lieutenant Governor this 
summer, for reorganizing the Senate. 


It calls for limiting each Senator’s committee assignments to one 
committee. At present, a Senator serves on from six to 20 com- 
mittees. It calls for reducing the present number of committees 
from 52 to 12. It is possible under the present setup for each 
Senator to be chairman of a committee. It is impossible for any 
Senator, under the present system, to attend the sessions of all 
committees of which he is a member. It calls for more thorough 
work by the committees. No longer would the groups hold a con- 
ference for a few minutes around a Senator's desk and then send 
the bill back to the floor with the simple notation : “We recommend 
that this bill do pass.” Each of the 12 committees would hire a 
secretary to record committee proceedings. The committee would 
outline the purpose of the bill, state why it should pass, and men- 
tion who appeared for and against the measure in committee ses- 
sion. The paid secretary would place mimeographed copies of this 
report on every Senator’s desk, so he would be fully informed. 


This would enable every Senator to know exactly what he is 
voting for or against. It would be possible to eliminate any 
shenanigans. 


Gross says the secretaries could be hired without increasing the 
cost of the Senate’s operations. Under patronage systems, the 
Senate now hires upwards of 40 assistant doorkeepers to help tend 
the four doors. Gross says the number of assistant doorkeepers 
could be cut to the number of doors, saving enough money to pay 
the 12 committee secretaries. 


Dr. N. G. Slaughter, of Athens, who entered politics last year 
to serve in the State Senate, heartily indorsed Gross’ plan. He said 
he couldn’t remember all the committees of which he was a mem- 
ber. He said he seldom found time to attend any committee session 
other than the one of which he was chairman. 


A similar plan of reducing committee assignments and improving 
committee work could well be advanced for the House. Since there 
are 205 members, surely a member would not have to serve on more 
than one committee. Committee members should give more time 
and thought to the bills. Committee records should be more ade- 
quate. And, as House Speaker Roy Harris has urged, committees 
should have rooms in which to meet and consider measures. At 
present they hover around a desk in the House chamber. Innu- 
merable groups are meeting simultaneously, and the hubbub is 
difficult to follow.

Another 
Purge? 


(Editor’s Note: Westbrook 
Pegler is on vacation.) 


In the Democratic party the 
word “purge” is inseparable from 
the primary campaigns of 1938. 
Then President Roosevelt request- 
ed publicly the defeat of three 
Democratic Senators; George, of 
Georgia; “Cotton Ed” Smith, of 
South Carolina, and Tydings, of 
Maryland. He went in person to 
Georgia and to Maryland to urge 
the rejection of George and Tyd- 
ings. In Maryland, he was joined 
by James A. Farley, then Chair- 
man of the Democratic National 
Committee, who had refused to co- 
operate with the “purge” campaign 
generally, but agreed that it was 
justified in the case of Tydings. 

In 1938, Mr. Roosevelt also re- 
quested the renomination of Sen. 
Barkley, of Kentucky, and less 
directly indicated his approval or 
disapproval of various other Dem- 
ocratic candidates. His lieutenants 
organized opposition to several 
Democrats who had opposed sun- 
dry New Deal reforms, among 
them Sen. Gillette, of Iowa. These 
latter methods of intervention 
were not novel. Other administra- 
tions have aided the renomination 
of loyal supporters and opposed 
the renomination of dissident 
party members. The novelty lay 
in Mr. Roosevelt’s direct personal 
appeals to Democratic voters in 
three states to reject Senators 
whom they had nominated and 
elected six years earlier. 

In each of these three direct 
tests, Mr. Roosevelt failed. He 
won a fourth, involving a congres- 
sional seat in New York City. 


PRESIDENT TRUMAN certainly 

does not intend to copy the tactics 
which failed under Mr. Roosevelt 
and which Mr. Roosevelt. was poor- 
ly advised ever to have tried. 
Democratic National Chairman 
Hannegan also is too practical a 
politician to repeat what even Mr. 
Roosevelt’s great personal popu- 
larity could not save from being 
a blunder. 
Mr. Truman, like his predeces- 
sor, faces a coalition in Congress 
which is blocking or denaturing a 
large part of his domestic pro- 
gram. He is compelled to seek 
ways of whittling down or over- 
coming this coalition. This is not 
easy to do. But he and Chairman 
Hannegan clearly do not contem- 
plate another attempt at a purge 
in the 1938 style. 

What are the alternative meth- 
ods? One is to stimulate rank- 
and-file pressure on recalcitrant 
Democrats. This was the tactic 
to which Mr. Truman began to re- 
sort in his January broadcast, ap- 
pealing to the voters over the 
heads of Congress and the special 
interest lobbies. The immediate 
response was not very encourag- 
ing to him. Yet the surveys of 
public opinfon indicate that a 
great majority of the voters favor 
some of his key proposals which 
are opposed by conservative Dem- 
ocrats in league with a majority 
of the Republicans. 


ANOTHER METHOD is to try 
to convince the dissident Demo- 
crats that they have an obligation 
to their party nationally. The 
Democratic party cannot hgpe to 
win national elections without 
labor and progressive support in 
the North and West, and unless it 
makes good on its pledges. Mr. 
Truman has tried this appeal, 
without much success so far. 

There are, however, trends and 
movements in the South which 
may work in Mr. Truman’s favor. 
The CIO, for example, is about 
to embark on a major organizing 
campaign in the South. The im- 
mediate political effects of such 
a campaign are incalculable. Un- 
der left-wing guidance, the cam- 
paign could be a political boom- 
erang. Under the more moderate 
and astute leaders in the CIO, it 
could augment the progressive 
forces in the South. 

The end of the “purge”. cam- 
paign of 1938 coincided with Mu- 
nich. Mr. Roosevelt sought peace 
with the Democratic conservatives 
because he needed their support 
for his international policies. Mr. 
Truman, likewise, cannot afford to 
overlook the fact that some of 
the Democrats who obstruct his 
domestic program are reliable sup- 
porters of his international poli- 
cies. He needs more Democrats 
who will support him on hkgth 
fronts, the domestic as well as the 
foreign. But he knows, from the 
1938 experience, that there are 
limits beyond which intervention 
by the national party leadership 
in the selection of Democratic 
nominees for the Senate and the 
House becomes ineffective and 
even self-defeating. /

Running into a couple of Army friends this week, infantrymen 
who had gone through the terrific heat of the Sicilian campaign, 
brings to mind what a lonely place that particular part of the world 
must be today, with peace settled upon its sun-warm acres like a 
welcome scatter of almond petals, 


In the years immediately pre- 
ceding the recent World War, in 
addition to the usual flood of visi- 
tors from over the world, Sicily 
was particularly popular with Ger- 
man tourists. For some specific 
reason the Nazi government had 
built up Sicily asa strangely attrac- 
tive country in which Germans 
should travel. Indeed, all of Italy, 
as well, had been given Hitler’s 
accolade as the piece de resistance 
for travel. Tides of Germans, ac- 
cordingly, flocked to s€ée these two 
countries’ many beauties, and, of 
course, to gather—that is, the nu- 
merous secret agents amongst 
them disguised as tourists—all pos- 
sible information for the Nazi re- 
gime, information which was later 


to prove so valuable to the Nazis. 

From my personal knowledge, | 
through several visits during the) 
years between 1934 and 1939, Sici-| 
ly prospered generously from its | 
tourist trade. Numerous great lin- 
ers made periodic trips into her 
glittering harbors, bringing passen- 
gers from the four corners of the 
earth, all to fall beneath the 
breath spell that is Sicily in sea- 
son, 


SICILIANS, a friendly and, 
warm-hearted lot of mortals, music 
and art-loving, happy and content 
within their own little garden 
walls, or plodding lazily along 
their time-worn cobbled streets, 
welcomed the world at their door- 
way. Small shops lining the village 
streets were a mecca for travelers. 

Now, however, with the ravages 
of war spread widely over its beau- 


tiful terrain, and several of its 


more historic cities badly damag- 
ed, despite the fact that spring is 
back, the almonds and lemon and 


orange trees in full blossom again, | 
its valleys and cliffs burning once 
more with remembered flowers, 
the people of Sicily must, in truth, | 
be a lonely lot. Nearly all the. 


soldiers of occupation have been 
withdrawn, and little, if any, rem- 
nants of the Nazi and Fascist par- 
ties remain today, reminding the 
country of the heartbreaking cost 
of their war. 


AS YET, of course, there can be 
no tourist trade. All available ship- 
ping is busily engaged in bringing 
in food supplies, and taking away 
oranges, lemons, limes, olives, olive 
oil, and what foodstuffs the Sicil- 
ians can spare for the open mar- 
ket. Still, however, the spirit of 
the Sicilians must be fired with 
hope that the next several years 
will see a semblance of the return 
of normalcy, and eventual pros- 
perity. 

Perhaps it is just as well that 
a few of us in Atlanta who love 
Sicilians and their country with 
a real passion, cannot today walk 
its emerald cliffs and flower-deep 
acres. For we should see within 
once-happy faces the ravages of 
heartbreak and deprivation, hu- 
miliation and defeat. Today it 
must be frustrated, a lonely coun- 
try, one which would far rather 
have us wait a little while longer 
and see it in resplendent dress, 
with laughter once again, and mu- 
sic drifting out from happy door- 
ways into starlit nights which will 
always be remembered,

Lotte Lehmann 
Charms Atlanta 
In Song Recital

When Mme. Lotte Lehmann 
stepped out upon the stage of the 
Erlanger last Monday night, ex- 
quisitely gowned in softly flowing 
black chiffon, relieved by a cor- 
sage of gleaming white gardenias, 
every member of the audience 
must have sensed the essence of 
her art and her personality. 

For her very presence radiates 
emotional warmth and poetic ex- 
pressiveness. Hers is a nature 
singularly attuned to the beauty, 
the joy and the woe of the world. 
As it was once said of Alice Barbi, 
that matchless interpreter of the 
songs of Brahms, “she sings with 
the simplicity of genius and so 
soulfully, that one forgets to ask 
whether the voice is beautiful or 
what it is that produces such cap- 
tivating magic.” 

She uses her vocal resources, 
more limited than formerly, with 
rare intelligence and_ restraint. 
And so exquisite is her diction, so 
subtle her tone coloring and phras- 
ing, so expressive her delivery,

result in securing even more pub- 
licity for the book than it would 
have otherwise reccived. 

The first step in the Navy’s 
campaign was a letter addressed 
to me as.a book reviewer from 
R. Adm. H. B. (Min) Miller, of 
the Office of Public Information. 
This letter spoke es “grave” and 
“baseless” charges made by Mr. 
Huie and was altog eihat so pro- 
vocative that I immediately read 
the book and dashed up to Dut- 
ton’s to get its side of the story. 

The book is a stirring and ar- 
ticulate plea for a unified com- 
mand and a recogntion of alr 
power as the one decisive factor 
in any future war. It does not 
treat the admirals with any great 
gentleness, but possibly they de- 
serve everything they get. In any 
event, the preliminary list of “‘the 
most glaring errors” which Adm. 
Miller enclosed with his letter 
seemed to me remarkably trivial 
and did not detract one whit from 
the force of Mr. Huie’s argument. 

Frank Frazier, speaking for 
Dutton’s, said: ‘“‘The whole idea 
of the book is good. Of course, 
it’s one-sided, but it’s provocative. 
We believe the public ought to 
know about it. If the Navy wants 
to write a book on its side of the 
case, we'll be glad to publish 
that.”

But Conrad Richter's set- 
ting is a farm on a shallow tribu 
tary of the Ohio River, probably 
a branch of the Muskingum, so 
near its source that it will scarcely 
float a keelboat. 

BLONDE IN BOOK 

The heroine on the jacket is pic- 
tured as a European peasant with 
bright red headdress, brief red 
skirt and blue wool jacket Ac 
tually she was an Ohio pioneer of 
English stock, blonde rather than 
inky brunette, who dressed in 
modest-hued homespun. 

One final suggestion: when the 
novelist makes an obvious point 
of the jet-black Ohio bottom-land 
soil it should not be painted as red 
as the clay of Georgia. 

Now that that is off our chest 
we would like to call your atten 
tion to Conrad Richter’'s rich, racy 
and poetic novel “The Fields,” a 
worthy sequel to “The Trees.” 

The scene is again pioneer Ohio 
during. the first decade and a half 
after Ohio was admitted to the 
Union. If you remember the pre- 
vious book you remember Say- 
ward, eldest child of a family of 
hunters who came into this dark 
and fearsome wilderness beneath 
the gigantic- sky-obliterating trees. 

In one of the later chapters of 
‘The Trees,” Sayward married 
Portius Wheeler, Bay State law- 
yer hiding out in the Ohio coun- 
try. In this book she bears him 
nine children, does more than her 
man to clear the farm of trees, 
plow the stump-strewn fields with 
an ox team she herself has train 
ed, grow flax and raise sheep for 
linen and wool clothing which she 
takes through every step of its 
manufacture.

Mayor Hartsfield has appealed to the Atlanta Real Estate Board 
to halt the practice of some realty operators in encouraging Negro 


encroachment into white areas. 

As the aftermath of a series of 
complaints reaching his office, the 
Mayor yesterday addressed a let- 
ter to Ed. M. Chapman, President 
of the Atlanta Real Estate Board, 
in which he pointed out that the 
problem has been kept under cov- 
er long enough and “something 
must be done.” 

The housing problem in both 
white and Negro sections is one 
which must be solved by calm, 
careful planning by representa- 
tives of both races, Hartsfield said 
in suggesting that the Real Estate 
Board take the initiative in stop- 
ping the prevalent practice.

Residents of McKenzie Drive re- 
cently opposed a protest against 
the use of a house on that street 
as a Negro office and the City 
Board of Zoning Appeals refused 
to allow it. 

On Highland Avenue white and 
Negro residents occupied the same 
duplex because the white occu- 
pants of one of the duplexes could 
not find other quarters, Hartsfield 
reported.

He believes that we can profit from our war experience 


We’re stronger and smarter, 
and we know what we want. 
Let’s quiet our nerves and 


get on with the job... 


E’VE certainly been having our trou- 
bles. 

Instead of giving us peace, harmony and 
plenty, America’s first postwar year has 
seemed one of problems, shortages and 
strife. Labor and management, especially, 
have been having some bitter differences. 
The bureaucrats have been coming in for 
more than their usual amount of going over. 
But why should we be surprised at all that? 
And, more important. why should we let it 
shake our faith in this country’s future? 

Naturally, it isn’t easy for us to reorgan- 
ize our lives for peacetime production and 
living. Most of us are tired and more than 
a little nervous about our future. 

I think any one of us, however, who can 
really sit back and think about the whole 
situation objectively will agree there is 
‘very reason for optimism. 

The outstanding reason-is just this: To- 
day we are a whole lot stronger and a whole 
lot smarter than we were before the war. 


We've Learned a Lot 


J UST consider what the last four years 
have taught us. First, we’ve learned that 
we can produce an unbelievable amount. 
When. back in 1940, President Roosevelt 
talked about fifty thousand planes, a great 
many “‘practical-minded’”’ people felt that 
he was talking through his hat. But it 
turned out that our actual capacity was 
more than double the figure he proposed. 

The second fact that we have learned 
or should have learned — beyond all ques- 
tion is that no one group among us can 
prosper by itself. The economic destinies of 
all of us are tied tightly together. 

Here’s an example. For twenty long years 
before the war our farmers had a hard time. 
Even in the prosperous 1920's they made 


very little money. But during the war 
farmers incomes at last moved up to decent 
levels. 

Why? Because for the first time in twenty 
years enough people had enough money to 
buy the food that they have been wanting 
and needing all along. The good wages paid 
in the shipyards and aircraft plants flowed 
into the stores and back to the farmer. 

Our merchants and manufacturers, too, 
have had a period of record-breaking profits 
— again because steady employment at 
good wages at last put adequate purchasing 
power in the hands of millions of people. 

I believe that today all groups among 
us agree as never before on what we 
want from peacetime America. We all 
want sustained and expanding production, 
devoted not to war but to all the many 
goods we need for a high standard of living. 
We all want continued opportunity for jobs 
for everyone. We all want a sustained and 
rising level of wages and income shared 
fairly. 

Now there’s no reason why our tremen- 
dous energiés, our engineering skills, our 
management abilities, the efficiency of our 
workers and farmers, the teamwork of gov- 
ernment, industry and labor cannot be 
applied now to create a level of employment 
and prosperity far beyond anything we ever 
conceived. 

There is no reason why we cannot pro- 
duce enough food, clothing, radios, cars and 
washing machines, both to provide enough 
jobs at good wages and to raise the standard 
of living of American families. There’s no 
reason why we can't produce enough of the 
schools and highways, the parks and play- 
grounds, the hospitals and medical facilities 
that the people of this country need. 

I say there is no reason why we cannot 
do these things. Let me go further and say 
it would be incredibly stupid if we failed to 
do them. In fact, I believe we dare not fail. 

Some people try to tell us that the only 
way to get production is to take controls off 
prices. Of course, the OPA should adjust 
prices wherever there is really a need for

adjustment. But while’ supplies lag so far 
behind demand, this “take off the ceilings 
and let the prices go where they will’ argu- 
ment is not only nonsense -— it’s dynamite. 

I beli¢ve that some people who propose 
it are absolutely sincere. | am sorry to say 
there are many others who are shortsighted 
enough to think that in a merry-go-round 
of higher and higher prices, costs and profits, 
they can somehow win out. 

Actually, of course, most of them would 
be banged up as quickly as the rest of us. 
For, as prices rose so high, few of us could 
buy, production would have to drop, men 
laid off, the wages lowered. Another depres- 
sion would hit the country — as it did after 
the inflationary spree of the last war. 


Price Control Will Help 


Bur with a stable, reasonable level of 
prices, established firmly now in this first 
critical period, we can move along to higher 
and higher levels of production and pros- 
perity. More and more of us will be able to 
afford the good food, the decent housing 
and all the multitude of good things our re- 
sourceful farmers and manufacturers can 
produce. More and more of us will be able 
to find work at good wages making, dis- 
tributing and selling these products. 

Every group among us will prosper and 
gain in confidence. We will find our dif- 
ferences tending to disappear. We will 
grow more tolerant, less willing to 
criticize, discriminate, or to throw cab- 
bages and dead cats. Our whole country 
will reflect the confidence and strength of a 
great and prosperous nation. 

Sure, we have our troubles today. But 
let’s not get panicky about problems we 
are solving. This country is on the threshold 
of the greatest period of peace and prosper- 
ity that we’ve ever known. If we use even a 
reasonable amount of the strength and cour- 
age we showed in war, nothing can stop us.

around Ottumwa, a pleasant little tall- 
corn town in southern lowa, chances are 
you've never heard of Seth S. Barker. 

But down in Melbourne not long ago when 
the Australian government wanted to imau- 
gurate a vast program of agricultural diversi- 
fication, the first thing they did was to send 
a man 15,000 miles to Barker’s. Authorities 
in Uruguay followed suit. So have officials in 
many states and Washington. 

For Seth Barker has built a world-wide 
reputation, a $500,000 small-town business, 
and won the affection of his home town sim- 
ply from figuring how to “‘tinker up”’ farmer- 
boy ideas that will help other people. 


Builds Artificial Lakes 


Take Dream Lake, for instance. A few 
vears ago it was just a big rolling tract of 
wild acreage on Chicago-bound highway 63. 
Seth liked the looks of the place, bought it 
for a couple of thousand dollars. Then he 
hired some big yellow bulldozers to scoop, 
shovel and tinker him a lake according to a 
plan he'd sketched out on an old manila 
envelope. Now his new home is under con- 
struction on the lake shore. 

He’s built three other artificial lakes the 
same way. None of them have any strictly 
practical purpose. But lots of folks in that 
part of lowa swim in them, fish in them 
(for pike Seth helped stock), shoot game 
around them, and just enjoy looking at 
them. 

Seth simply likes lakes and thought they'd 
be fun for himseif and his neighbors. Such, if 
anyone were to define it, has been Seth's 
whole philosophy tn life since he was a boy 
growing up on the rolling farmlands of his 
native lowa. That it’s paid financial dividends 
is pleasant, but hardly Seth’s first considera- 
tion.

Idea Grew From Tinkering 


Set had tried undertaking, drugstore clerk- 
ing, furniture selhng and half a dozen other 
jobs, none too successfully, when 20 years 
ago, at 37, he got his first big profitable 
idea while tinkering with a portable welding 
set in his homemade machine shop. 

He’d watched farmers haul big. heavy 
wooden crates of chickens into town, unload, 
and then cart the bulky things back with 
general-store purchases piled on top. It was 
hard work and left little time for fun. 

Why not collapsible coops of welded 
wire, he thought. Knock ’em down, and 
carry them back flat, leaving plenty of 
space for other things. To patent it, make 
it and sell it, however, wasn’t easy. Seth had 
little cash. No collateral a bank would accept. 
No manufacturing experience. But he had 
the same reputation for doing things for 
people he has now. He went to see the Cham-

| _ you live out on a farm somewhere 
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less cost and give people more time for enjoy- 
ment. It’s not a big business as American 
businesses go, but Seth wants it that way. 

He says: “If I tell the boys to knock off 
for the afternoon, I don’t have to worry what 
the stockholders might say.” 

For one of his most important devices 
— a belt-line system of processing poul- 
try — Seth credits some farm boys who 
share his passion for tinkering. Remem- 
bering how the hated chicken-preparing job 
had taken half his playtime in chore days, he 
hired a group of mechanically-minded young 
assistants “‘just to fool around and see what 
they could work out.”’ 

The result was a conveyor. The chicken 
comes in one end, is killed, bled, plucked clean 
(they dip it in hot paraffin, then break the 
hardened wax and feathers off) and every- 
thing is automatic. 

It was this invention which interested 
Australia, Uruguay, several other govern- 
ments and which helped Seth build up his 
“industry in a cornfield” to one of the most 
flourishing small businesses in the U.S. 
They’d heard how, thanks to the processor 
and other Barker equipment, the price of 
chicken had gone down and down. And how 
in many areas of the U. S. large-scale poultry 
raising had been developed by thousands of 
small farmers. Without charge Seth sent 
trained men abroad to help them get started 
— and as a result got more 
orders than he could handle. 


Rang Bells for Funds 


A HUNDRED men in Ottum- 
wa, another foundry m Cen- 
terville and a third one in 
Bloomfield, Davis County 
seat, manufacturing a cata- 
logue full of items, hardly 
seem to fill more than a part 
of Seth’s time. He took over 
the presidency of Ottumwa’s 
Community Chest and then, 
typically, volunteered for ex- 
ee 

Whenever the Extension Service specialists 
over at lowa State College at Ames want to 
try something new and unprecedented; they 
call on Seth. Recently they were experiment- 
ing with pecans, ordinarily grown only in 
warm climates. They were pooh-poohed when 
it was suggested that Iowa, where tempera- 
tures range from 20 below zero to 100 or more 
above, might grow them. 

“More good ideas die because people are 
afraid to be laughed at for trying them than 
for lack of merit,’”’ Seth remarked. He pro- 
vided a site offering every condition the ex- 
perimenters wanted, rang up friends who had 
the needed supplies and put the effort in busi- 
ness. It may work or it may not; Seth won’t 
make money either way. But if it does, no 
one in lowa will be prouder or less willing to 
take a share of the credit. 

Unostentatious, shoes unshined, a_tremen- 
dous reader, Seth hates making speeches or 
any sign of show. But his warmth and kindli- 
ness show themselves in a hundred ways. 
Sometimes it’s big things and often little 
things like the pole for the kids on North 
Elm Street. A couple of them had looked 
everywhere for a 13-foot wooden post so they 
could form basketball teams. War shortages 
had made them as scarce as hen’s teeth. So 
they dropped around to see Seth and asked 
him to keep them in mind if one came in. 

Two days later a truck drove up, a crew of 
Seth’s men on board. They had a pole, not 
wood, but meta: welded in Seth’s plant. The 
crew not only set it up but measured the court 
and stayed around to give the youngsters a 


little coaching. Seth asked only one favor in 
return — that nobody be told he had any- 
thing to do with it. 

Often, seeing his little good turns give 
people pleasure leads him to bigger ones. The 
““Y”’ needed guards for lights on the volley- 
ball courts. They couldn’t be bought. Seth 
had them made at one of his plants, gave them 
to the “Y”’ with the usual pledge of anonym- 
ity. Then they invited him to see them in 
operation, Seth didn’t stop there. He asked to 
look over the rest of the place. 

At the end of a long evening a group of 
films of various “Y”’ camps was shown. 
‘‘Where’s the Ottumwa camp?” Seth asked. 
They admitted they didn’t have one.

Nor long afterwards Barker drove around 
to the “Y.” “Like to take you for a little 
automobile ride,’’ he told the Secretary and 
some of the boys. Six miles below Ottumwa 
they got out of the car, clambered up a steep 
deposit of jagged rock where Seth poimted 
out a magnificent vista of the Des Moines 
River valley. 

This, Seth related, was once Chief Wapello’s 
territory. Such a site would be an ideal camp 
spot, and it was the ““Y’s’’ for the taking with 
only one string attached: Would they mind 
if Seth built a lake there? By putting a dam 
just a little over to the east he'd be able to 

make one with 32 acres of 
wonderful water. Meanwhile, 
he’d lend them a land strip to 
enable them to get down to 
the river while the camp was 
being developed. 

In Ottumwa recently there 
was hardly a man, woman or 
child I spoke to who didn’t 
have some such story to tell, 
and each story was unknown 
to most of the others. 

I learned, too, how although 
he’s never had scientific train- 
ing, Seth’s patents fill cabi- 

nets. Unlike some self-taught inventors, how- 
ever, Seth believes education helps. He’s 
quietly given more scholarships to lads 
who’ve shown talent than many a fancy 
professional endow ment. 

Because he feels many of his inventions are 
the result of joint efforts, employees share 
in the profits. Seth has helped a number of 
them to start businesses of their own, some 
in direct competition, some subcontracting. 
Doesn’t hurt if they go after his customers, 


* he feels; it may make his own efforts better. 


Helped Produce More Poultry 


Despite limelight ducking, which is almost 
an obsession, Seth’s interest in doing practical 
things for people has got him calls from places 
which have never heard of Ottumwa. When 
the War Production Board wanted a man 
who could help the country produce more 
poultry, they called Seth. They knew that 
among other things he’d invented a special 
feeding battery that has enabled hundreds 
of thousands of suburbanites to raise their 
own chikens right in the cellar: one of the 
reasons poultry was never rationed during 
the war. 

And although all kinds of famed names 
were suggested when Governor B. B. Hicken- 
looper wanted to create an Iowa Develop- 
ment Commission which would bring his 
state’s postwar industrial and agricultural 
plans down to earth, Seth was given the all- 
work-and-no-pay assignment. 

“Nobody will let him down,”’ the Governor 
said, ‘“‘because he’s never let them down. Seth 
gets too much out of life forthat.””

| Spiers up with the Joneses” 
is not considered an admir- 
able ambition because it involves 
pretending to be what one is not. 

To want to make oné’s surround- 
ings as perfect as possible, however, is 
an admirable impulse. Tumble-down 
houses tell a story of complete dis- 
couragement which is quite unneces- 
sary in this country. 

There is a heartening answer for 
the reader who tells me: “‘We live 
in a block of commonplace houses. 
Ours, like all the rest, is bare and 
drab. Every now and then we 
think of giving it some sort of 
beauty treatment, but the whole 
street is discouraging. 

“The flagging of the sidewalk and 
even the roadway is down-at-heel. 
We own our houses and they are not 
in bad repair. But lately, in looking 
at the new glass-walled, streamlined 
illustrations of the modern housing 
projects, I am torn between the im- 
pulse to do something and the help- 
lessness of trying.”’ 


Beauty Is Contagious 


Tuts reader should realize that 
nearly all of us are pattern setters 
as well as followers — in most cases, 
unconsciously. Fortunately, beauty 
rather than ugliness is contagious. 
By this I mean, one house that is 
ill kept — even falling into ruin — 
makes an ugly mark on its street. 
But neighboring owners do not let 
their houses run down too. ~ 
On the other hand, when one 
owner makes his house conspicu- 
ously attractive by a slight amount 
of remodeling, by brightening paint 
or perhaps by turning the yard into 
a garden, the effect is really astound- 


ing. Up and down the street others 
soon begin to paint their houses. 
Gardens literally flourish. 

My advice is obvious: Make your 
ow house as attractive as you can. 
Above all, pay attention to its en- 
trance. If you have a bare yard in 
front, so much the better, since even 
a little planting will improve it. 

If, as is typical of cities, your en- 
tire yard is behind the house, you 
might have space enough to flank 
your front door with plants. 


Will Follow Example 


Your neighbors would have to be 
unusually blind to beauty to make 
no effort to follow your example. 

An important point to remember 
is not to begin too ambifiously and 
then have things get out of hand be- 
cause you find the upkeep too great 
in either expense or effort. 

For those of you who have no 
time to garden and live in a cold 
climate, nothing could be of greater 
help than California privet. It not 
only makes perfect hedges but also 
lovely tall bushes that either can be 
trained against plain walls or al- 
lowed to grow full size — and they 
require no attention! 

As for upkeep, don’t forget the 
utility as well as beauty of paint. 
All painted surfaces, if marred, can 
be refinished, even by an amateur. 


‘However, if you have small children, 


remember that white paint shows 
marks from shoes and fingers, re- 
quires continual scrubbing and also 
occasional retouching. For this, 
after any decorating, always 
keep a small amount of paint. 

And finally, a prediction: When 
your efforts have inspired a general 
face-lifting of the neighborhood, it 
is likely that your town’s selectmen 
will make improvements in the road 
and sidewalks.

“I ask the guy next to me 
how he slept. ‘I’m sleeping now,’ he 
says... 

“The sergeant — you know what a 
sergeant is; a guy who’s mad for the 


duration — the sergeant says: ‘Here 
it is Tuesday morning, men.” To us it 
looks like Monday night. . . 

“I’m so mad I go around shaking 
trees. No bird is going to sleep while 
I’m awake!’’ 

This sort of fast talk moved a lead- 
ing Broadway columnist to write: 
“Certainly, in my estimation, the top 
comedy product of World War II is 
not a civilian, but Army Sergeant 
Harvey Stone."’ And “Variety,” hard- 
ened chronicler of show business, 
hauled out a rack of exclamation 
points to call him “‘sure-fire.”’ 

Stone’s real name is Lichtenstein. 
He says he changed it to Stone be- 
cause ““‘Who ever heard of anyone 
killing two birds with one -Lichten- 
stein?’’ He is 33, married, six-feet- 
one, 185 pounds, with a posture as 
erect as a cringing banana.

He was born in Detroit and entered 
show business by way of an amateur 
contest which he won with a skit on 
how not to sell shoes. The fact that 
he was an $18-a-week shoe clerk at the 
time of this triumph lent a degree of 
painful realism to his performance. 
His first big job came at a Detroit 
cabaret. Here he worked for seven 
years as master of ceremonies. It was 


rl 


a long run, certainly, but at no time 
brilliant enough to excite or worry 
such visiting experts as Jimmy 
Durante, Lou Holtz and Milton Berle. 

Nevertheless, by the time he was 
drafted in 1943, Harvey was an ex- 
perienced entertainer. He had a swift 
delivery, a fine sense of timing, and 
great comic inventiveness. 

He quickly developed the off-beat 
humor of GI frustration, casting him- 
self as the sure loser, the everything- 
happens-to-me guy, the dogged opti- 
mist whose soup was always cold. 

When he slouched his parenthe- 
sis-shaped frame in front of a 
soldier audience and teed off on 
the vagaries of life in a citizen 
army, he couldn't miss. 

His best gags are delivered dead- 
pan — actually punching some of 
them across with a right over-hand 
jab. 

After a long series of soldier shows 
at Fort Custer, Mich., Harvey was 
transferred to the New York Port. An 
impromptu performance one night at 
Leon and Eddie's cabaret in Manha- 
tan brought him to the attention of 
the civilian public. 

He followed this with a show-stop- 
ping 25 minutes during a “Night of 
Stars’ benefit at Madison Square

Unrationed Sweetness

It’s sugaring-off time 
again. Here’s how to 


use the maple’s crop 


E sun shines warm, the nights 

j turn cold — the sugarin’ is on 
in the great maple orchards of 
Vermont, New York and Ohio. 
The sap runs freely in the lesser 
orchards of the northern tier of 
states from Maine and Massachu- 
setts to the Great Lakes. 

Sap’s up — pierce the maple’s 
trunk, let the sap come free. Hang 
up the musical pails. It’s speed 
work now — no recapturing the 
sweetness once the tree buds. 


Golden Nectar 


F Een the fires. Smoke curls from 
the sugar shanties; inside, filmlike 
gloom, made by the sweet-laden 
steam as the watery fluid boils into 
golden nectar. Sugaring, amateur 
or scientific, is but the process of 
taking sap from the maple, taking 
water from the sap. 

Here comes new-crop maple to 
market — syrup, bright, clear, fra- 
grant; sugar, light, hard, grainy. 
Learn the label language. ‘‘Fancy,”’ 
means finest, made of pure maple 
sap (weighing 11 pounds to the 
gallon), containing not more than 
35 per cent water, a pale straw- 
colored liquid, clear as a dewdrop, 
not too heavy in body. Other grades 
include “‘A,”’ “B,” “C,”" and must 
meet the same standards except 
their color may run light to dark. 

Maple sugar is as the syrup 
used in its making and is labeled 
accordingly. Three kinds of sugar, 
the soft, the hard-cake, the dry- 
granulated. Hard-cake must be 
shaved, otherwise softened. Break 
sugar in chunks, place in glass 
container with a small cup of 
water. Cover to stand until the 
sugar absorbs the moisture. 


Maple syrup is handier. Pour a 
golden trickle over the cooked 
breakfast cereal, over the grape- 
fruit. Use it occasionally to sweeten 
and flavor baked beans instead of 
molasses. Maple candy the sweet 
potatoes. Heat the syrup, mix with 
chopped nuts, a fine sauce for des- 
serts. Apple-baking day fill the 
cored centers with raisins, with 
nuts, add maple syrup for sweet- 
ness. Vermonters make a delicate- 
ly thin pancake to roll and serve 
three to a portion swimming in 
maple syrup, topped with whipped 
cream — a Crépe Suzette a la New 
England. 

The New Englanders swear by 
such things as Maple-Syrup Pie 
and Maple Rice Pudding. Here we 
get into the higher realms of cook- 
ing and you'd better have recipes. 


MapleSyrup Pie 


1% tablepoons butter 

2 tablespoons flour 

2 egg yolks 

1 cup maple syrup 

4 cup water 

4 cup walnut meats, cut fine 


Cream butter and flour; then 
add egg yolks, maple syrup and 
water. Cook in a double boiler 
until thick. Add nut meats. Pour 
into 8inch baked pie crust and 
cover with meringue. 


Maple Rice Pudding 

lg cup rice 

% teaspoon salt 

Lg cup maple syrup 

3 cups whole milk 

Wash rice and place in greased 
pudding dish. Add salt, maple 
syrup and milk and bake in a slow 
oven for 1% to 2 hours, or until 
the rice is tender, the pudding 
creamy. Stir twice during the first 
cooking hour, as the rice keeps 
settling. Serve cold with plain 
cream. Yield: 4 portions.

Certain death lurked in 
the mine — but could he 
survive the climb to life? 


who thirst for high adventure 
seek strange corners of the earth 
when there is always the Pennsyl- 
vania coal country. Here’s what hap- 
pened to a friend of mine there. 

Bob Elhott was studying mining 
engineering and working for one of 
the anthracite coal companies during 
his summer vacation, as many engi- 
neering students do. One June when 
he reported for a job he was made 
a pump runner in a mime temporarily 
shut down. 

He knew pumps. A man on that 
job had to. It was his job to keep 
them running, or the water would 
move in. Mines were lost that way. 
Coal towns became ghost towns.

He started running. At the pump, 
he twirled the throttle.
